Fred. B. Stamm, Saved from 
Death in a Bank Vault Years 
Ago, Passes Away in L. A 


Death last week in Los “An-, with 
geles of Frederick B. Stamm, 
former West End pioneer and a 
brother of George T. Stamm, Euc- 
lid avenue and Thirteenth street, 
recalled to Upland’s old-time resi- 
dents a stirring incident which 
marked the early history of the 
community, in which one of the 
brothers was saved from death by 
the prompt action and daring of 
the other. 


It was in the early nineties when 
Fred Stamm was serving as cash- 
ier of the old Ontario State Bank 
at Main street and Euclid avenue, 
of which his father, Godfrey T. 
Stamm, was president, that the in- 
stitution was robbed by bank ban- 
dits. 


Entering the bank at a time 
when the cashier was the only one 
in the institution, the robbers cov- 
ered Mr. Stamm with a revolver 
and after scooping up all the cash 
they could lay hands to, knocked 
the official over the head with a 
blackjack, locked him in the ai- 
tight vault and made their get- 
away in a horsedrawn buggy. 

George Stamm, the younger 
brother and the only one in the 
community who knew the combin- 
ation to the vault, was at San An- 
tonio Heights when news of his 
brother's plight was rushed to him

Never hesitating, once he real- 
ized the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, George Stamm hastened 2 
the head of Euclid avenue 
Twenty-fourth street. There - 
found the little old street car which 
the mules had pulled up the long 
incline, and after unhitching the 
animals, he jumped aboard and, by 
gravity, made a dash down the 
famous avenue at a rate never 
since surpassed, even after the line 
was electricized. The trip cf more 
than six miles from Twenty-fourth 
to Main street, at the risk of the 
amateur operator’s life, was made 
in slightly over eight minutes, and 
Fred Stamm was saved from suf- 
focation.

Did Not Spend All Summer

It was an exceptional pleasure 
for the editor of The Upiand News 
to have a call Monday from W. B. 
Cavers, one of the best known of 
the citrus men of this locality, and 
to learn that he was a former 
resident of the ‘“‘Thumb” of Mich- 
igan, in which section we spent 
four years as editor of the Mar- 
lette Leader. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cavers were form- 
er residents of Vassar, a town of 
about’ 1,600 near Saginaw. Mr. 
Cavers was a stock buyer and in 
this business covered a large area 
and had a wide acquaintance. We 
greatly enjoyed some of the re- 
miniscences of the time when he 
was a resident there and also of 
his trips to Port Huron, where the 
writer graduated from high school. 

At our request Mr. Cavers told 
us something of the way he and 
his wife happened to come to this 
favored spot of the world. Back 
in 1905 they came to California for 
a visit with no thought of becom- 
ing residents here. After roam- 
ing around the coast that fall they 
started back for Michigan. Ap- 
parently both got to thinking of 
the same thing as they took their 
seats on the train, for when Mr. 
Cavers said something like this to 
his wife: “How would you like 
to come out and live on the Pa- 
cific coast?’ she replied: ‘Well, 
I would like that; it would be fine.’ 
So in five minutes or so they made 
up their mind to return to Vassar, 
close out their business affairs and 
head back for the Golden West. 
They hoped to get back in this 
section before Thanksgiving. How- 
ever, on returning to Michigan

times were none too good and Mr 
Cavers was unable to sell his busi- 
ness, even at a sacrifice, and so it 
was a year and a half betore he 
and his wife were able to sever 


their Wolverine connections and to, 


start back for the coast. 

It was through one of those 
kinks of fate that the former 
Michigan residents landed here and 
not farther up the coast. Coming 
back for the second time, they 
planned to go to Oregon and per- 
haps settle there. However, be- 
fore starting North they stopped 
at Pomona for a visit and the lure 


of the orange groves took hold of | 


them, for in a few days, after 
driving around, they purchased a 
grove. Not long after, however, 
they came to Upland and have 
been here ever since. 

Mr. Cavers has one of the larg~- 
est groves in this citrus belt and 
he is one of the most influential 
of the ranchers, being on numer- 
ous directorates. His son, H. V. 
Cavers, is now assisting him in 
the work of management. The 
Cavers were among the few Up- 
land ranchers who came through 
the well-remembered 1913 freeze 
without serious loss. They were 
among the first to use the smudge 
pots and because of this protec- 


tion Mr. Cavers said they were! 


able to harvest a fairly good crop. 
He says that the possibilities of 
such a freeze again are very re- 
mote, due to the fact that it would 
take an unusual combination of 
circumstances to bring such a cold 
again.

In view of 
these facts, manufacturers of air- 
planes and accessories will be in~ 
terested in locating here, accord- 
ing to the officials. Several local 
men are considering purchasing 
planes, it is reported. 

The site, west of the Red Hill 
Country club, and north of Lone 
Hill, has no obstacles to landing 
and taking off, prominent aviatora 
have informed the local men.

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FIREFIGHTING FUND 


Supervisors Reject Fire Claims 
That Affect Private 
Property 


® San Bernardino county will not 
aiiot an additional amount this 
year to the county department of 
forestry for payment to the federal 
forestry bureau for the fighting of 
fire on privately owned property 
within the federal forest, it was 
stated by C. S. Crain, chairman of 
the board of supervisors. 

In this year’s budget, as during 
the past two years, the supervisors 
allotted $500 to reimburse the fed- 
eral forestry department for serv- 
ices when the government was re- 
quired to fight fire on private prop- 
ety in the federal area. 

This fund has been exhausted al- 
ready, however, and bills of $336 
additional presented to the county 








by the U. S. forest service for pay- | 


ment. 

There is no way the bills can be 
paid, Mr. Cain said, without calling 
a special hearing to reopen the 
budget. This will not be done. 

Mr. Crain added that the atti- 
tude of the supervisors in furnish- 
ing $500 for the federal forestry 
service next year has not been de- 
termined, although it is indicated 
that it will be opposed. 

The supervisors feel that the 
bills are excessive and it is not un- 
likely that the practice of appro- 
priating the $500 each year as aid 
to the federal forestry department 
may be abandoned, especially in- 
asmuch as this is the only county 
in the state where the attempt to 
collect from the county for such 
purposes is made, Mr. Crain stated. 





65-Acre Orange

Sold For $225,000 





REDLANDS, Aug. 17.—One of 
the finest orange groves in the 
Redlands district was sold during 
the week for $225,000 when A. P.

‘Autos Bought on 
| Contract Will Not 
| Get Excise Refund 











A new interpretation of Section 
422 of the revenue act of 1928 re- 
garding refunds on national excise 
tax levied on automobiles is placed 
by the commissioner’s office at 
Washington in a special dispatch 
received by The Upland News. 

Automobiles, the dispatch states, 
which were sold on lease contract 
prior to the effective date of the 
act (May 29, 1928) and upon which 
the contract would not expire un- 
til after May 29, were specifically 
excluded by this section of the law 
and are not entitled to refund. 
the 
| state are affected. 

There had been some misunder- 
standing and misleading reports 
issued by auto clubs on the ques- 
tion. It has been believed that re- 
funds would be made on contract 
cars purchased before May 29. 
This involved a volume of red tape 
and worry for dealers. 

The report also states: 

“Under the present 
revenue laws automobile 
ers and manufacturers are ep-

tax paid on all automobiles that 
were in their possession at 8 a.m. 
Eastern standard time on May 29, 
1928.” This ruling was made on 
account of the relief afforded the 
automobile industry under the law 
from the payment of this tax. 
Some confusion arose concern- 
ing the automobiles then on hand 
upon which the tax had already 





which would be sold to the con- 
sumer subsequent to the lifting of 
the tax. In case no refund has 
been provided by the present law, 
automobile dealers having taxpaid 
automobiles on hand would be 
forced to sell these cars in com- 
petition with automobiles manu- 
factured subsequently and upon 
which no tax would have to be 
paid.

HAVE spent nine years buying advertising printing. Nat- 
urally I have some ideas upon the subject, and they are 
pretty positive ideas. The chief of these is that you cannot 
buy printing by the yardstick. I have found that there is only 
one way to get good printing, and that is to find a good print- 

er and trust him absolutely. When I have such a printer T never 


dream of asking for an estimate. ao 


When I suggest such a process to a business man he goes up in the 
air; but that is owing to his own lack of experience, and not the 
fallacy of the theory. Of course, it would be very easy for a 
printer to get the best of me once or twice on this plan, but if he 
expected to work for me right along, year after year, he would 
not sacrifice future orders to any immediate profit. 


In the first place, printing is expensive. Every time you pare 
down the price you knock out some essential quality to good 
printing. Good paper costs money. Good ink costs money. In- 
telligent typesetting costs money. Perfect presswork costs money. 
You can take any good job of printing and do it for from one- 
half to one-fourth the price, but you will not get the same job. 


The whole theory of getting estimates upon printing, if it is to 
be good printing, is wrong. You might just as well get an estim=- 
ate on a piece of designing or upon a case of diphtheria. The only 
question to be answered is “What printer can do the work?”

What a strange thing is Fate, 
and how often do a few inches 
one way or another not only 
change one’s whole destiny but 
this same short distance may mean

a life. 

This was true in the death of 
Theodore Engstrom, whose lifeless 
body was found under his motor 
car at the side of Hellman avenue 
in the Alta Loma district last Sat- 
urday, for when Engstrom’s body 
was found the car had come to a 
stop against a large 


was resting squarely on his neck 
while the other wheel continued to 
spin until it had worn the tire 
completely off and cut a hole in 
the earth down to the axle. 


Testimony given at the inquest, , 


which was held at Draper’s mort- | 
uary, led to the belief that Eng- 
strom had cranked his car while 
it was in second gear. In starting 
forward the car knocked the own- 
er down and ran just a few feet 
before it came to rest against the 
tree. 

Had the tree been two inches 
nearer the car it would have stop- 
ped before the rear wheel reached 
Engstrom’s neck, or had it been a 
foot or two farther distant the 
wheel would have passed over the 
man probably without injuring him 
fatally. 

Investigation showed that Eng- 
strom’s neck was not broken and | 
that death was due to strangula- | 
tion. He had sustained a frac- 
ture of the right arm, however. 

All efforts to locate relatives of 
the dead man have so far failed. 
He had been employed for some’ 
time by D. A. Beck and Son, well 
drillers, and is thought to have 
been about 34 years of age. It 
was learned that at one time he 
was engaged to a Santa Monica 
girl and is said to have procured 
the necessary marriage license, but 
the wedding did not materialize. 
A wedding ring was found by Chief 
of Police J. F. Sawyer among the 
man’s effects. The father of the 
girl to whom he was engaged was 
communicated with by telephone, 
but could give no information re- 
garding Engstrom’s relatives. 

Funeral services for the victim 
of the fatal accident were held on 
Tuesday at 2:30 p.m. at the On- 
tario chapel of the J. B. Draper 
Co., and burial was in Bellevue 
cemetery.
